not more advantageous to the object, than to the 
authors of ſuch groundleſs and malicious Reflec- 
tions, on ſuppoſition they could have been diſ- 
covered.

Having done full juſtice to this Gentleman and 
his particular friends, in relation to the few Pieces 
imagined to come from their hands, which are 
diſtinguiſhed in this Collection by the Letter A, 
we ought to do juſtice likewiſe to ourſelves, in 
diſavowing any particular advantage accrueing to 
our Paper from them.

ir Waccountable for the choice of the Pieces publiſhed, 
to perſons, whoſe deficjency.both as to knowledge 
nd integrity rendered them very improper Judges. 
Upon his acquainting them with his full determi- 
nation to put this reſolution in practice, at the 
time ſpecified above ; a Committee was appointed 
to examine the -papers of our Correſpondents- 
every week; and to ſelect out thoſe which they 
ſnould think moſt proper to be publiſhed : and 
this method has been continued ever fince, © 
As to the diſſatisfaction expreſſed by Correſpon- 
dents, on the diſappointment of their expecta- 
tion, and their frequent abuſes of the Secretary 
on that account; they yielded him occaſion of di- 
verſion, rather than reſentment, being always ſure 
to find himſelf commended as impartial and wit- 
ty, or cenſured as partial and dull, according as 
he had inſerted, or ſuppreſſed their Pieces. But 
it was frequently matter of wonder to him, that 
they could ſo far miſtake the deſign of the Paper, 
as to imagine that it could give admiſſion to their 
lewd or profane compoſitions, or to their ſcurrilous 
Lampoons upon private perſons ; with a large col.

TY HO' the Di/ertations, at the beginning of your 
of have been hitherto almoſt wholely 
confined. to poetry; I ſuppoſe you do not intend to 
exclude the graver ſciences.

der. The preſent writers ſeem very ſenſtble of this; 
for they generally take great care to provide for the di- 
verſion of their readers. ern 
HiepoCcRATEs, in the beginning of his Caſes, tells us, 
that Mr. ſuch-a-one,.. or Mr. ſuch-a one's wife, or 
child, was ill in ſuch and ſuch a manner.“ But a mo- 
dern author, inſtead of Tach low phraſe, elevates the ſub- 
jet, by giving the titles of the patient or of his family;

For 
if they are really guilty of the crime of which they are 
accuſed, they will certainly employ their money in ſuch 
a manner, as may be moſt likely to ſecure them from 
puniſhment ; and it is ten to one, that it will be ſuc- 
ceſsful, And even if they are innocent, they may 
think it proper to make uſe of the ſame method. For 
it ſometimes happens, that prdfligate perſons (eſpecially 
in caſes, where a ſingle oath is of any validity) in order 
to extort money from thoſe who have abundance, will 

charge them with ſome capital crime: which, upon be- 
ing dilappointed in their expectations, they will not 
ſcruple, out of revenge, to ſwear againſt them in a 
court of judicature. In this caſe the perſon accuſed may 
think it neceſſary to hire ſome Iriſh evidences on his 
fide, to invalidate the falſhood of one teſtimony, by 
the falſhood of another. Sometimes to make the coun- 
ter proof more ſtrong, it may ſeem neceſſary to coun- 
terfeit letters, &c, under the hand of the accuſer. 
And if this is not likely to be ſufficient, as in ſome caſes 
it is not, a majority of the jury muſt be bribed even 
to do juſtice. -- : | 
Another ill e f occaſioned by ſuch proſecu- 
tions is, that they fix a laſting mark of infamy upon 
gentlemen,” in the opinion of the undiſcerning vulgar : 
who make little diſtinction betwixt perſons accuſed and 
convicted; and none at ail betwixt the poor and the 
wealthy convicts, unleſs to the diſadvantage of the lat - 
ter. For whenevera great man has been publicly ac- 
cuſed of any action which is accounted a great crime, 
- unleſs' his innocence appears very plainly (which in the 
general and willful blindneſs of the world feldom hap- 
pang) the imputation upon his honour, like that upon. a 
_ lady's, is never forgotten, but always remembered to his 
diigrace. This has a very ill effect upon the minds of 
the common people, and leſſens very much that deſe- 
rence and reſpect which is due from inſeriors to ſu- 
periors. 3 * et ON 
All thefe miſchievous conſequences attend the bare 
proſecution of great men, even, if through'either.their 
Innocence, or prudent management, they eſcape con- 
viction. But if through the malice or abllinacy of 2

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jury, they are brought in guilty; the if conſequences 
are much mort numerous, and more grievous. ' -' 
A degradation from their high ſtation immediately 

follows: and a man of hoviour is delivered into the 
hands of a common gaoler, to be loaded with trons at 
his diſcretion'z and is ſoon after brought to the bar, 
and placed _ common felotis, with his thumbs 
tied in a moſt ſcandalous manner, to receive the ſentence 
of condemnation. This is a mark of infamy upon an 
honourable criminal, as indelivle, as if he were ſtigma. 
tized: and expoſes him, not only for the preſent, but 
even as long as he lives, to the contempt and obloquy 
of the populace. r CIR 
To condemnation ſucceeds an application for a par- 
don; which can ſeldom be obtained, withoat falſe re- 
preſentations of the character of the perſon convicted, 
and of the circumſlances of his convidion. For the 
ſupreme magiſtrate, who has the ſole power of pardon- 
ing, ſuppoſes all perſons guilty, who have been con- 
victed according to law: tho', out of his graci- 
ous diſpoſition, he may be willing to give frequent in- 
ſtances of his mercy; yet he cannot be ſuppoſed will- 
ing to extend it to any, but to 5 objects. Who 
are ſuch, in the vaſt number of his ſubects, he ea 
Teldom know any otherwiſe, than by the r tations”. 
of others; upon whoſe veracity and honour he muſt” 
depend. But ſince it ſeldom happens, that any great 
man is capitally convicted, who has not befere been 
guilty of the like, or of ſome other crime of equal mag- 
nitude ; how can ſuch a perſon be repreſented to a 
prince, as a proper object of his mercy, but by a com- 
plication ef fallities? Theſe cannot poſſibly be ſuppoſed _ 
to proceed originally from perſons of honoge about the 
court; and therefore they themſelves muſt be firſt im- 
poſed on by the information they receive from others, 
who have been induced to give ſuch favourable and _ 
falſe accounts by the prevalence of money.

I then 
very modeſtly demanded, if amongſt the real exifing 
beings, he had the tuition of the learned Mr. Tromas.

I was able at that di- 
ſtance : his figure ſtartled me; he ſeemed to be made up

- F.TPON reading your. 37th: Journal, I could 
| not excuſe mpfelf from ſitting down, to write 
the following animadyerſions upon your learned corre- 
ſpondent's Letter concerning tranſlating the Greek and 
-atin poets into Engliſh proſe. I muſt own, that in a 
language capable of doing juſtice to our maſters the 
Ancients, as the Engliſh muſt be allowed to be, if any 
modern language whatever; when we can bring them 
abroad on their Pegaſus with honour ; to diſmountſuch 
gallant gentlemen, and ſet them on foot in ſuch a vile 
paltry garb as our proſe tranſlators do, is offering them 
the greateſt violence imaginable. Tis robbing them of 
all their riches and ornaments, and only not murther- 
ing them quite: and which is the worſt, all this is pre- 
tended to be. done out of kindneſs to them. And yet, 
I don't know, whether thoſe have not equipp'd them 
ſtill worſe, if poſſible, who, inſtead of Pegaſus, have 
mounted them upon an. ambling aſs, as many of our 
modern verſifiers have done. 
It were very much to be wiſhed, that all the choiceſt 
flowers of the Ancients were tranſplanted into our 
Engliſh ſoil, under the management of skilful under- 
takers; ſince ſo many of them have already been na- 
turalized with very great ſucceſs. This is the beſt way 
of enriching a language, and in which the French have 
gone before us with very great applauſe, in the proſe- 
authors "eſpecially ;/ and have very ſucceſsfully labopred | 
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in the reſinement of their language above all their 
neighbours... There is. no ion but the Engliſh 
tongue will bear the file: becauſe it has more ſolid and 
improveable ſubſtance to work upon, than the flippant 
dialect of the French, had we but equal encourage ;- 
ment for {o. uſeful a work, and a Society; ſer the ad- 
vancement of the Belles Lettres; which, I. queſtion 
not, would do aa much honour to our nation, as all the 
labours of the. Philoſophical fraternity. ' 
If the poetical generation, inſtead of ranging them - 
ſelves into parties, and tearing one another's little name 
in pieces, , would cloſe amicably in a deſign of ſa; much 
uſefalneſs, and conſtitute a Society: for the propagation 
of the ancient poetical ſpirit. amongſt us; it would tend 
much more to the raiſing; of their own character, as well 
as to the glory of the nation. For they can't but know, 
that the great genius's of former ages were ever, ei- 
ther intimate friends, or ſpoke very: candidly; of each 
other : and to that very friendſhip and communication 
of ſtudies, perhaps, is to be attributed their: excelling 
ſo much the reſt of mankind; But our preſent wits take 
the quite contrary courſe, and think they can't eftablifli 
themſelves without pulling down their rivals; whereas 
the only way to enſure their own fame, is to be tender 
of that of their equals, and mutually to give and take 
applauſe where tis juſt. If our Beaux Eſprita would 
engage in ſq. honourable. an undertaking as this, and 
make poetry truly benefieial, inſtead: of prejudi- 
cial to mankind, we might then find a proper employ- 
ment for theſe proſe gentlemen ; who without a: call 
have put forth their unhallowed hands to the ark of 
poetry, and have ſhaken it worſe than all the: ſhocks of 
a long conveyance through the moſt barbarous hands: 
whillt they have made themſelves rather foot men than 
knights companions to the ſacred and moſt noble 
order of poet. We might then juſtly ſend thoſe gen- 
tlemen to their proper province, the tranflation. of 
proſe writers. CFF 
And indeed there is work enough for them among 
the ancient hiſtorians; whom I can't but lament that 
ve have not endeavoured; as well us the French, to 
Wake our own, It gives a grace and value to a. lan- 
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guage, to have all the Ancients, that are truly eſti. 
mable, free of it; and to find them ſpeaking it with their 
native elegance. This does as much honour to a nati- 
on, as the flower of the chief nobility does to a prince's 
eourt. But a work of ſo mach judgment, diligence, 
and capacity ought not to be the task of any but ſuch 
as can go immediately to the originals themſelves, 
without taking up by the' way with a French tranſla- 
tion ; which, I'm inclin'd to think, is the uſual cuſtom. 
And yet evety dull pedant, who is maſter of the learn- 
ed languages, is not equal to ſuch a work as this neither. 
A temperament of poetical ſpirit will be found very re- 
quiſite in the transfuſing of ancient authors; otherwiſe 
their ſenſe will become very languid and flat, and the 


flavour and race of the original will be apt to evaporate. 
There are peculiar elegances in every language, and 


every polite author has his manner, which will de- 
mand a tranſlator of equal delicacy to hit upon it.

But to conſider a little what your learned friend ſays, 
concerning the tranſlating of the ancient poets into proſe, 
Would any man, that wiſhes well to polite learning, have 
rather had Homer, SoPHocLEs, ANACREON, Horace, 
&c. to have continued lock'd up in a learned language, 


not to be come at by moſt readers without abundance 


of difficulties, than to find acceſs to them in French 
roſe, with as much dignity as that would admit. of, 

y the two Dactens ; and to ſee their ſenſe render'd fa · 
miliar and eaſy by their incomparable illuſtrations? Or 
will this gentleman ſay, that the learned French lady's 
oſe tranſlation of Home is not a noble performance, 
and has done ſtrict juſtice to her author ? And what is 


moſt conſiderable, the French language was of itſelf 


far from being fit far ſuch an undertaking without a 
very maſterly hand; which is the greater honour to 
Madam Dacies, for attempting it with ſo great ſuc- 
ceſs. In a word, I think the French may very well be 
allowed to tranſlate the ancient Poets into proſe, be- 
- cauſe their language will not ſuffer it to be done to any 
advantage in verſe : and ſince the inſtance before us 
ſhews, that Howes is ftill an heroic poet in French

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T HE time of the eleftion of a Porr LAUnzAr 
being now at hand, it may be proper to give ſome 
account of the rites and ceremonies anciently uſed at 
that ſolemnity, and only diſcontinued through the 
neglect and degeneracy of later times. Theſe we have 
extracted from an hiſtorian of undoubred credit, and a 
reverend biſhop, the learned Pau tus Jovius; and are 
the ſame that were practiſed under the pontificate of 
LO X. the great reſtorer of learning. 

As we now ſee an age and a court, that for the 
encouragement of poetry rivals, if not exceeds, that 
of this famous Pope; we cannot but wiſh a reſtora- 
tion of all its honours to poeſy ; the rather, ſince there 
are ſo many parallel circumſtances, in the perſon who 
was then honoured with the laure), and in Bim, who

mon means of life, without a ſurer ſupport, than the ten- 
porary, or, at beſt, mortal favcurs of the Great. It 
was doubtleſs for this conſideration, that when the 
royal bounty was lately extended to a rural genius, 
eare was taken to tile it wpon bim for Liſe And it 
bath been the practice of our Princes, never to remove 
from the ſtation of Poet Laureat any man who hath 
once been choſen, tho' never ſo much greater genius's 
might ariſe in his time.

their approbation. Nay, even the greateſt monarchs 
Have exerciſed theſe arts; and placed themſelves at the 
head of thoſe who profeſſed them, The honours —

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profits, Which have juſtly attended ſuch noble and ue. 
ful profeſſions,” have the bauſe that mahy illiterate 
and ill-deſigning perſons have attempted to gueſs at ſu- 
ture events, without being acquainted; with thoſe arts, 
by which alone they are to be known. -. The ignorance 
of theſe pretendets to ſcience has brought the art itſelf 
into contempt : and many have entertained an opinion, 
that the knowledge of faturity is, in its own nature, im- 
poſſible. [ remember, that ſome years ago one of theſe _ 
pretehders picked up a great deal of money, by giving 
people advice in choofing lottery tickets. He had a mik | 
ling of every one who conſulted him aud eighteen 
pence more, if the ticket recommended came up 4 
prize: on theſe conditions the fellow would have re: 
commended every ticket in the lottery; The fieve and 
ſhears, coffee - grounds, and many other ſuch like foole- 
ries, are too trifling for me to take any notice of them. 

I hope I ſhall not offend : this illuſtrious Society, if T 
declare, that this diſcourſe is - levelled againſt ſome of its 
members. I mean the writers of the common Alms- 
nacks: whoſe ignorance Was ſs well expoſed above 
twenty years ago by my hte learned uncle, Isaac 
BricxeERSTAPPF, Eſq; that it is ſarprifing, that they are 
able any longer to impoſe upon the publick. He abun- 
dantly vindicated the noble art of aſtrology, by pub- 
liſhing a ſet of predictions, every one of which, you 
all know, was exactly fulfilled. One prediction, indeed, 
drew on him à troubleſome debate with one Par- 
TRICE, an almanack-writer at that time: whom he 
ſhewed to be ſo ignorant of futurity, as not to foreſee 
his own death, which my uncle exactly foretold. This 
man was fo impertinent as not to own his being dead; 
and even abuſed my - uncle. for affirming it. t the 
truth of his aſſertion has been long ſince acknowledged 
univerſally; tho' ſome body Mill takes the liberty to 
publiſh Almanacks under the name of PAATRTIDOUER. 

The ighotince of theſe men muſt needs be evident to 
all impartial perſons, who will but give themſt lves the 
trouble to compare their various, and even contradic- 
tory predictions for the next year.

7 ARIOUS have been the reports and opinions

lithotomiſt of St. Thomas's hoſpital, on the ears of one 
Rey, a malefactor, condemned laſt ſeſſions to be exe- 
cuted at Tyburn, but graciouſly reprieved on account 
of this intended. experiment. Some are of opinion, 
that this ingenious gentleman concludes, that if perfo- 

rating the drum of the ear ſhould be found to make 
a man deaf, who at preſent enjoys the ſenſe of hear- 
ing, the ſame operation will bring a perſon to hear, 
— is deaf at preſent. Mr. Woors rox is ſingular in 
his ſentiment. This learned and ingenious gentleman 
takes the whole ſtory to be allegorical, and ſuppoſes, 
that by an operation on the drum, is meint no more 
than making a great noiſe. But I differ from him in- 
.tirely ; as I know Mr, Cx:s8LDex to be already too 
famous, to ſtand in need of beating a drum, or ſound- 
ing a trumpet, to proclaim his skill in chirurgical opera- 
tions. Beſides, a drum would be a very improper al. 
legory for ſa ingenious a-gentleman to make uſe of:

But if there were any 
difficulty in this, there could be none in obtaining ſuch 
women as ſhould lie likewiſe under ſentence of condem- 
nation: who commonly take care to put themſelves into 
a condition of obtaining a reprieve, without, any good 
end anſwered to the publick. It may be objected, 
that this would be an incouragement to wickedneſe, 
eſpecially among women; if, after the commiſſion of 
capital offences, inſtead of being executed, they ſhould 
be employed in pleaſing their appetites.

faſhions, and from applying to foreigners in matters 
of this nature, where we have a right, and power, 
and gehius to ſupply: ourſelves. — The imitation of 
modes, he ſays, is a tribute paid to ſome vertue; as to 
valour, or beauty, or to ſuperior skill in the arts and 
* feiences. - As to valour, he will not enter upon 
any enquiry, whether the French excell us in it or 
no: becauſe the terror, which, he obſerves, our arms 
had raiſed in France, was then ſo freſh, that the French 
_ could not refuſe themſelves to give teſtimony to it. 
Of the influence which valour has in this reſpe& he 
| Fri us Britons as an inſtance, who have ever 
ſhewn the moſt officious regard to the habit of our 
- neighbours, whenever they became famous for either 
Aaudable or appearing valour. The ruff and fardingale 
Were ever obey by us, whilſt the Spaniſh nation had 
= no diſallowable conteſts with the French: but when 
by the weight of the Britiſh arms France had obtained 
nuny victories over the Spaniard, this much beloved 
vertue quickly engaged us to make the ſame conceſſi- 
ons to the French, and to purſue them through many 
extravagant varieties. But when it concerned the ſe- 
curity of our nation, to enter into a. war againſt the 
French under King W1LL1aM, there ſucceeded imme- 
diately a diſuſe of exotic modes. At length the late 
"Queen ſucceeding to the crown, and then the glory of 
our arms extending on one part toward the ſource of 
the Danube, and on the other, from the Tagus to the 
" Adriatic ſea ; our faſhions ſeemed to all nations to be 
- cemmodious and graceful. Germany and Spain fe- 
' ceived them by the means of our excellent manufac: 
tures ; and Holland and Portugal were not backward 
to do the ſame, Even Tuſcany, the foil of * 
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neſs, was likewiſe a favourer of our modes: of which © 
the author himſelf was an eye witn ess. 
The next quality, which, he obſerves, has the great - 
eſt influence in directing the modes, is beauty: Which 
conſidered as abſtracted from matter, by the names of 
mien, carriage, air, feature, is a ſweet reflexion of 
light ariſing from the connexion and aptitude of the 
parts. There are two ſorts of it, national and univer - 
fal. — The firſt, following the peculiar turn of the cli- 
mate where it was formed, does not appear to others 
with the ſame advantage. Of this ſort of beauty there 
are two degrees: the one not diſpleaſing; the other 
more perſect.— In the firſt is obſerved a languid, dim 
luſtre of countenance : a proportion of ſhape, but de- 
feated through lowneſs and macilence; rapidity of 
carriage 3 darkneſs'of colour: this deſcription belongs 
to the French. In the ſecond is obſerved a healthful 
ſtain or gloom of blood; an openneſs or clearneſs of 
the featural light, height of ſtature, and an active 
ſtrength, but attended with a corpulence, pleaſing 
rather than beautiful to the eye: this is a deſcrip» 
tion of the Britons. _—— The univerſal beauty has 
obtained that name, as it anſwers to the notions of 
grace and proportion, which have been ever received 
and agreed to among mankind. —"There is a likeneſs or 
figure among the French, which ſeems as if in ſome 
meaſure it belonged to the claſſis of men, which is 
oppoſed to the beautiful of either kind, national or 
univerſal z which nevertheleſs does not belong to that 
claſſis, but their deformity is the defect of art. I mean 
ſuch of them, whoſe ancles are placed at a much 
greater diſtance one from the other, in proportion, 
than their knees. For this proceeds from their being
